Opportunity to Examine Of- 
ficial Figures, But Considers 
That They Practically Bear 
Out His Statement:---$554,000 
Due to Schools Alone. 


Upon the basis of the reported fig- 
ures, Alonzo Richardson, of the firm 
of Alonzo Richardson & Co., considers 
that his firm’s statement as to the con- 
dition of the state treasury On Jan- 
uary 1, made last fall, at the requegt 
of Governor Brown, is practically 
borne out. 

} The figures, as taken from the state 
treasury department yesterday, indi- 
cate an approximate cash deficit of 
$400,000. 

“My estimate of a cash deficit 
$728,566.50 on January 1, 1910, 

subject to two améndments,” 
Richardson said. “Oné of these re- 
lated to the $69,000 appropriated to 
pay for the terminal property for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, near 
Chattanooga. This property was not 
bought, so that amount is no longer 
a liability, against the state, and 
must. of course, be deducted from my 
estimate. 

‘Tne other amendment will depend 
upon the increased collections for the 
year, over and above the estimate for 
the year which I made, due to more 
prompt payment of taxes, as a result 
of the high price of cotton and gen- 
eral prosperity. This will make some 
difference, but as I have not had op- 
portunity’ to examine the figures, I 
cannot say just how much. 

WHl Be Sustained. 

“As far as I can see, however, with 
the sinking fund and interest for the 
past half of 1909 to be taken out, 

$248,000, and 
with a balance of more than $554,000 
due the schools of iast year, my 
rtatement as to the condition of the 
treasury on January 1 will be pretty 
well borne out. 

“But, of course, I will not be in 
position to make a definite and ac- 
curate statement of the present con- 
dition until I have had Opportunity to 
examine all of: the official figures, 
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iwhich I sfiould like to'do without ex- 
pense to the state, and solely for my 
own satisfaction.”

Fifty million, five hundred and nine- 
ty-eight thousand, seven hundred and 
sixty-nine passengers rode on the cars 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company up toa the: cloge of, the old 
year, at midnight, last jnight.

Scores of Passengers Are Res- 
cued After. the Flames Scorch 
Their Clothing or Burn Their 
Flesh---Heroic Rescues Made 
by Men and Women. 


Trenton, Mo.; December 31.—Three 
people, two of whom were women, 
were killed and at least forty-five in- 
jured when Rock Island passenger 
train No 3, the California special, was 
wrecked two miles south of here at 
8:30 o'clock this morning. 

The cause of the wreck is unknown, 
although it Is thought to have been 
caused by sppreading rails. While the 
train was running at high speed, the 
engine and tender suddenly left the 
track and plunged over a five-foot em- 
bankment. They were quickly follow- 
ed by two baggage cars, a mail car, 
a tourist car and a Fullman. Of the 
entire train but two cars remained on 
the trek. 

Fire Starts in Wreckage. 

While passengers in the wrecked 
cars Were struggling to escape from 
the debris, fire started. The cars burn- 
ed like tinder. The three people who 
lost their lives were seriously burned. 
Seores were rescued aftr the flames 
had scorched their clothing or burned 
their flesh. Many were pinioned under 
the wreckage and begged piteously to 
be rescued before the fire reached

instructed the rescuers tO carry water 
from the tank of the engine and put 
Out the fire nearest his body. This 
was done and eventually he was re- 
leased, although he will l08e an arm. 

Heroic rescues were numerous. Men 
and women who escaped from the cars 
by kicking out windows or breaking 
down doors quickly rushed back into 
the .burning Wreckage to rescue the 
trapped passengers. At the risk of 
their own lives they carried burned, 
maimed and bleeding persons to places 
of safety. 

Wreck in Desolate Spot. 

The wreck occurré@d in a desolate 
place, far from a station and more 
than half a mile from a farm house. 
Not a- Building of any kind was near

the wreck. -The ground was covered 
with snow and a raw wind was blow- 
ing. 

Thrown into the open air with but 
a small portion of their clothing, even 
those who escaped Injury in the wreck 
Suffered terribly. But the strong read- 
ily sacrificed everything for the weak. 
Men gave up their coats to the women 
iand-: children and injured Women 
tore strips from their clothing to 
make bandages for the wounded. 

As many injured room could be 
made for were placed in the two cars 
that remained on the track. Others 
stood about bonfirés made of portfons 
of the wreck until a relief train ar- 
rived. 

The most seriously injured were 
taken to a hotel in Trenton. Another 
relief train took twenty of the Injuped 
and the uninjured passengers to Kan- 
sas City. 

' At first it was believed that at least 
a dozen people had been killed, but 
the wreckage has been cleared, awav 
and but three bodies have been found. 

A coronr’s inquiry will be started 
here tomorrow. Rock. Island officials 
have already stared an inquiry. The 
gZreatest havoc was wrought in the 
chair car. It was there in the debris 
that the bodies of the two women were 
found. 

Much praise was given the Pullman 
conductor, whose name could not be 
learned, for his heroic work. He was 
standing in the front of his car when 
the crash came. Immediately he tore 
an ax out of a tool box on the train 
and began ‘cutting down the door. 
Having completed this task. he went 
through the coach, breaking out win- 
dows and urging people to be calm 
and take their time about getting out 
of the wreck.

The action of the department today 
restores the old order of assignments. 

The commander-in-chief of the new 
Asiatic fleet will be Rear Admiral 
John Hubbard, who will relleve Rear 
Admiral G. B. Harber in a few days 
at Yokohoma. Rear Admiral Harber 
will relieve, some time in February, 
Rear Admiral U. SedDree as commander- 
in-chief of the Pacific fleet, 

The new Paelific fleet will consist of 
the Tennessee, Washington, California; 


South Dakota, West Virginia, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and Colorado. The 
Milwaukee and the St. Louis, now at 
the Bremerton navy yard. Washing- 
ton, will join the new Pacific fleet ag 
soon as thelr repairs are completed.

One whisky plant with 
headquarters here closed down its 
distilleries during the day, finding its 
big warehouses full and in a position 
to aupply its trade outside the state 
for a long time to come.

SPENCER TRASK 
HES IN WRECK 


His Wealth May Reach 
Total of $50,000,000. 


His Firm for Many Years Act- 
ed as Fiscal Agents for the 
Late Queen Victoria---Car Is 
Struck by a Heavy Freight, 
and Death Results. 


New York, December 31.—Spencer 
Trask, the. head of a firm of bankers 
which for many years acted as fiscal 
agents of the late.Queen Victoria, was 
crushed to death in his private com- 
partment today while returning té 
New York from Yeido, his - country 
place at Saratoga. 

Mr. Trask'’s compartment was at the 
rear of the last car, a sleeper. The 
train, known as the Montreal Express, 
halted near Croton, N, Y., and was sup- 
posedly protected from the rear by the 
block signal system, but it had hardly 
come to a stop when a heavy freight 
struek {it from behind with great force. 
The rear of Mr. Trask's' car was bat- 
tered in. and the front end of it teéele- 
scoped with the sleeping car ahead. 

Mr. Trask was born in Brooklyn in 
1§44, and was descended from distin- 
guished Puritan ancestors. He grad- 
uated from Princtpn college with a de- 
gree of master in| arts, 

There is no well founded estimate 
availiable of Mr. Trask’d fortune. One 
rumor this afternpon placed it as high 
as $50,000,000, but better informed opin- 
jon held that, although Mr. Trask died 
undoubtedly a ulti-millionaire, hig 
total estate would mot reach half the 
amount named by gossip. Of recent 
yearns he had not! been active in bual- 
ness, and his name appears on but few 
directories. i 

Mr. Trask leaves a widow well known 
as an author of fiction and of two 
plays, “The Little Téewn of Bethlehem” 
and “King Alfred's Jewel.”

|’ THE POSTAL DEFICIT. 


Seeond-class mail magazine matter, rural free delivery and the frank- 
ing privilege are the three things which Postmaster General Hitchcock, in 
his annual report, holds chiefly responsible for the extensive deficit in the 
operations of the pdostoffice department. 

Whatever steps ‘are contemplated or taken in the direction of retrench- 
ment to reduce the deficit, which last year reached $17,479,770, must be 
taken without the withdrawal of a single penny from support of the rural 
free delivery service. 

If this service yielded not a dollar in return for what the government 
expends upon it, it would be well worth more than the price, in the com- 
fort,’ convenience and facilities extended to that large class of population 
whose return has long been scant in comparison to their contribution to 
government support, 

This service is theirs by rights; it has come to stay and grow! . 

When retrenchment becomes essential there is no better place to begin 
than with the elimination of expensive and burdensome free service. 

The franking privilege costs the government, Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock estimates, $2,750,000 annually, which, we take it, is solely the direct 
expense of transportation and handling free documents and commuani- 
cations. : : 

How this privilége is abused we know from numerous specific instances: 
that it has been used, upon occasion, to increase the weight of the mails, 
when weights are faken as a basis of compensation to the carrier, cannot 
be questioned. 

To what extent! these abuses have added to the postal deficit cannot be 
estimated, but it is certain they have played their part. 

Congress owes it to the country to make rigid.inquiry into these seem- 


‘ingly well authenticated reportg and ascertain whether. the railroads are 


being paid for transportation of the mails upon a basis of fictitious weights; 
whether, also, THEY ARE RECEIVING PROPORTIONATELY MORE FOR 
HANDLING THE MAILS THAN THEY CHARGE THE EXPRESS COM- 


PANIES FOR SIMILAR SERVICE. 
All these things are worth careful investigation and the task is one 


well worth the attention of congréss.

means and unable to build hié own dwelling house be seriously hampered 
in securing a place of abode for his family, and might it not result ulti- 
mately in the limitation of propagation and become a menace to society? 

That the right of freedom of contract isa property right, of course, 
cannot be disputed, but in the exercise of the police power the general 
assembly may prohibit all things hurtful to the comfort, safety, and wel- 
fare of society, even though the prohibition involve the right of liberty 
or property of an individual, 

Is not the health, safety, or general welfare of children involved, and 
is not the interest of the community involved by children under the age 
of 14 years being discriminated against in the matter of their abode, sur- 
roundings and home? 


Whatever the law may be, we incline to the view that Judge Himes 
is right. 

This ban upon the babies has, to our way of thinking, been carried too 
far, particularly in many of the larger cities. ° 

The real humanitarian view of it would be to reduce the rent for each 
addition’ to the family. 

But if that is out of the question, at least put the baby upon a par 
with pets, which are not debarred from th8 most exclusive apartment 
homes.

FOR GOVERNOR BROWN 


Pardon of Young German 
Wins perematen of His 


untrymen. 


In Governor Brown's mail Monday 
will be found a letter signed by many 
German residents of Atlanta and oth- 
ers scattered throughout Georgia, in 
which the governor will receive 
thanks for a kindness shown an un- 
fortunate member of that family. 

Thres—years ago a young German 
came to Atlanta from Pennsylvania, 
where he left a wife and two chil- 
dren. He had been in this country 
but a few months. He brought with 
him three or four hundred dollars. 
Soon after reaching Atlanta he fell 
in with a German who represented 
himself as a native of the same sec- 
tion. He borrowed from the roll $50, 
but refused to pay back when due, 
The fresh German was advised to 
take a horse belonging to his debtor 
and sell it. Ignorant of the law and 
following bad advice, he did so and 
was within a short time convicted of 
Forse stealing, notwithstanding the 
fact that he repurchased the horse 
and gave it back to his owner. He 
was sentenced to four years for 
horse stealing. That was two years 
ago. A few months ago Atlanta 
Germans, v.ho were informed of the 
case, began work forapardon. Gover- 
nor Brown,’ when advised of the full 
facts, granted that pardon and Christ- 
mas Eve the German was released. 
His Atianta friends made a purse for 
him and he is now with his wife and 
children. But during that two years 
he never communicated with ,them, 
not wishing them to know of his 


plight. 

The letter Governor Brown will re- 
ceive will carry the thanks of every 
German conversant with the situa- 


tion.

FOR: THE PAST WEEK 


New York, December 31.—COTTON: 
Cotton has advanced to -new high 
records on more active speculation 
and, what seems to be more to the 
point, reports of a far better demand 
for the actual cotton at home and 
abroad. The rise in prices is still the 
subject of bitter complaint from cot- 
ton manufacturers, and it is also said 
that a state transfer tax may be 
levied on trading in cotton and grain 
Similar to that now imposed upon 
transactions in securities. Bulls insist 
that the crop:is 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 
baies smaller than the world’s re- 
quirements of American cotton. Spin- 
ners have been buying more freely of 
futures and also, it is said, of the ac- 
tual cotton. The bullish version of this 
is that many of the spinners are com- 
ing to their senses, recognizing that 
this is a very short crop, and that 
higher prices are inevitable. Large 
spot interests have been very heavy 
buyers, taking in hedges as spinners 
called for the cotton. Liverpool has 
also bought on a large scale. Some 
leading bull operators have sold from 
time to time, but bought again on any 
reaction, a course which enables them 
to support the market, from time to 
time, whenever it appears necessary. 
Liverpool prices have been unexpect- 
edly strong day after day. Western 
dry goods reports have been favor- 
able, and, in fact, much of the news 
has been of a bullish character. The 
bulls bave been particularly encour- 
aged by the-rise of spet quotations 
and the reports of a larger demand 
for the actual staple. The state of the 
cotton goods at the south, particularly 
in the Atlantic states, is reported to 
be far more favorable than it was a 
month ago, and New England mills, it 
is stated, have latterly been buying 
in the southwest, after holding aloof 
from the market for sixty days. Wall 
street, Chicago, New Orleans and the 
south generally, have bought freely 
from time to time. The outside pub- 
lic has shown less hesitation about 
buying. On the other hand, Fall River 
reports trade quiet, and at New York 
there has been some falling off in the 
dry goods business. Curtailment is 
still reported in many parts of the 
cotton world at home’‘and abroad, and 
some old cotton men contend that the 
price of cotton has gone up like a4 
rocket, and is bound sooner or later 
to come down like a stick. In any 
case, they believe the present price 
discounts anything bullish in the sit- 
uation, and think if the price is car- 
ried up much further the curtailment 
of production will be so sharp and 
widespread as to defeat the efforts of 
the bulls. 

It still remains true, however, that 
the general sentiment is bullish, and, 
rightly or wrongly, the conviction is 
growing that some further advance is 
unavoidable owing to the confidence 
of short crops: in both America and 
Egypt at a time when trade, especial- 
ly in this country, is reviving after 
the panic of 1907-08. They look for 
prosperous times in 1910. The next 
acreage, it is true, will be very large, 
but supplies cannot’ be materially in- 
creased, it is argued, before next Oc- 
tober. 

SUGAR—There has been a holiday 
tone to the sugar market the past 
week, the business in refined being at 
a minimum since wholesale grocers 
are occupied with inventories, and 
consequently not disposed to make 
asus a vitracts. The much-talked-of 
price war between New York and 
New Orleans for business at Missouri 
river points is apparently coming to 
a settiement, if the action of Ar- 
buckles in withdrawing their special 
prepaid rate basis on assortments, 
any criterion. The refiners are prac- 
tf ally a closed down, having worked

Dealers here claim that the 
immediate conditions are bullish, since 
the millers have only a moderate sup- 
ply of cleaned left, while the demand 
during January may be active.

[GOOD THINGS AHEAD 
FOR ‘THE NEW YEAR 


That Was the Feeling on Stock 
ange --- parations 
. for Disbursing Profits. — 


New York, December 31.—The clos- 
ing day of the year in the stock mar- 
ket reflected an expectant tone of 
good things to come with the opening 
of the new year, rather than the 
direct operation of present favorable 
influences’ in the trading. January 
will see the largest sum disbursed in 
profits that hag occurred in a similar 
period in New York. Preparation for 
making the payments and placing of 
lomhs on the stock exchange to Carry 


over until Monday kept the call money 


‘market stiff today at a minimum of 
6 per cent and exercised a restraining 
influence on market activity. Higher 
rotes were willingly paid by holdtrs of 
stocks, rather than sacrifice their hold- 
ings, so confident wag the belief that 
money rates are to relax and demand 
for securities revived with the turn of 
the year. This was an influence on 
fcreign markets, as well as here, and 
discount rates receded sharply in Lon+ 
don and Berlin, in spite of the high 
rates commanded for call loans in 
these markets, in connection with the 
settlements. There was a halt in the 
fall in foreign exchange rates here, 
but the belief remained that New 
York borrowers are making successful 
appeal again for British funds and 
will be supplied with abundant re- 
sources for what may be available in 
the stock market in January. 

The stock market of the day was 
characterized by the great number of 
separate securities which were dealt 
in. many long dormant stocks appear- 
ing on the tape. The disposition — to 
clear up many accounts with the end 
of the year accounted partly for this. 
A process of price adjustment also 
was in progress with a view to fur- 
nishing a basis for book apd balance 
sheet valuations. 

Outside of the miscellaneous stocks, 
the most conspicuous feature of the 
list was Southern Pacific. Talk of a 
probable increase in the dividend on 
this stock in February was made very 
prominent in the day's market pro- 
ceedings. It was manifest that the 
sustaining force of its strength was 
being taken advantage of to pass oth- 
er stocks in its class for sale 

Rock Island made another advance, 
and the filing of the report of the in- 
vestigating committee of the flurry in 
that stock last Monday made it the- 
subject of comment. It was belleved 
that a way would be found to pro- 
claim that the Rock Island episode 
was as distasteful to the sentiment 
of the stock exchange element itself 
as to the public-at-large.

Now it is the turn of the Latin races. 
From all parts of Europe where the 
people are of the kind loosely classi- 
fied as “Latin’’ there come tales of 
unrest and disturbance and the seeth- 
ing discontent which undeniably exists 
_geems to be working up gradually to 
grand outburst, the end of which n 
one’ can foretell, but which will prob- 
ably result in changing the forms of 
_ gcvernment of some of the oldest and 
most famous monarchies of the old 
world. There seems, too, to be some- 
thing about the blue waters of the 
Mediterranean which induces the pres- 
ent unrest. Certain it Is that the coun- 
tries most affected by it are those 
stich adjoin or border on this sea 
which was the cradle of ancient civili- 
gation, and which seems again to look 
on changes which will affect the his- 
tory of the whole world. 

Perhaps it is not quite accurate to 
say that the unrest is confined to the 
» Latin races. but it is undoubtedly ac- 
eurate to say that it’is confined to the 
shores of the Mediterranean. The 
Mediterranean thrones alone are shaky. 
Those of the north seem to be set on 
a firm foundation, and so far they have 
escaped even a sympathetic trembling 
fromm the disturbances in the south. 

Revolutionary Wave. 

Whatever the cause, no one can deny 
that a revolutionary wave is ‘sweeping 
over southern Europe, and the atten- 
-tion of the world was focussed on it 
sharply by the simultaneous outbreaks 
of disorderly sympathy which followed 
the execution of Ferrer in Spain. It js 
a safe assertion that not one in a thou- 
Band of the demonstrators had ever 
heard of Ferrer before. and that’ not 
half a dozen in each of the thousands 
who demonstrated knew who ne was 
and why he was executed, but his death 
was seized on as an excuSe for show- 
ing their power by the revolutionary 
alements all over Europe. Anything 
else would have done as well, but Fer- 
rer seryed the purpose excellently, aps 
he stood for the forces of extreme radi- 
calism, and opposed to ome of the most 
conservative monarchies in Europe. 

Men who have watched the game of 
European politics for many years pre- 
dict today that great changes are com- 
ing tn the dynasties of many countries. 
Even the Turks, most conservative of 
all people, have waked up, and with 
frromptituije characteristic of a thor- 
oughly conservative people when once 
ewakened, they changed their king 
cver night. In Pdrtugal a year ago the 
pecple slew their xing and his heir, 
and the seat, which is now occupied by 
his second son, is one of the most 


nn 


insecure in Europe, Manuel’s noigh- 
bor of Spain is ‘also among thé mon- 
archs whom the iffe insurance compa- 
nies would deine Fis a bad risk, ‘and 
in the extréme s h King George, of 
Greece, probably cdiid not take out a 
rclicy on his‘throne at a premium much 
lower than 100 per cent. 


Even tn FPrance the prospects of the 


present regime are anything but good. 
The prevailing unrest has spread even 
to this republic«and he would be a 
bold man who.would predict what the 
history ef-«Frarice may be in the next 
balif doten- years. .The .country is 
seething with discontent and no one 
can eay whether the next step will be 
a teversion to monarchy or empire or 
a step in the direction of extreméd s0- 
cfalism.

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IN SOUTHWEST TEXAS

The| Spanish settlements in south- 
west Texas were missions and presid- 
ios. The claim; so often made, that the 
Spanish endeavored to cfvilize the In- 
dian for his own sake is rather an ex- 
travagant one when all is considered. 
We see in the case of southwest Texas 
that no missions were established. un- 
til the French began to seriously en- 
croach upon the territory of Castile, 
if. indeed, the New Philippines or New 
Estramadura could be called this. 
France had already adopted saner no- 
tiong in international law, and claimed 
that discovery and settlement consti-

that did the bull of Pope 
an arbitrary instrument, based on 
neither reason nor logic. But the 
Spanish did not make settlements for 
the purpose of meeting the French 
claim morally; their settlements were 
of an entirely military ‘nature. For 
this reason we meet the _ presidio 
wherever we meet a mission, soldiers 
wherever there are monks. 

It would be unfair to say, however, 
that there were among the friars not 
those who were really active in the 
cause of civilization. Father Marat 
in 1712, tells us that “it was necessary 
first. to transform: these Indians into 
men, and afterwards to labor to make 
them Christians.” The views of the 
worthy friar are a little.too ambiguous 
to permit us.te know exactly what 
he meant. But they throw a very fl- 


luminating light on one point and that 


is, that the Indian had to labor in 
order to become a Christian. The 
fields around the missions: were tilled 
by the Yndiog Reducidog to feed the 
soldiers who were to ward off both 
the Yndios Bravos and the French. 

Caatille operated rich gold and silver 
mines in northern New Spain, that Is, 
Mexico, and for years had thought the 
desert north of the Rio Bravo del 
Norte, the Rio Grande of today, to 
be an effective barrier agafnat intru- 
sion. But the French had shown that 
the three-fold terrors of the New Phil- 
ippines meant nothing to them. Other 
methods had to be employed therefore. 
Marquis de Laguna, and Count Mont- 
elava, viceroys of Mexico, had heard 
of the attempt of the French to set- 
tle in Texas, and the latter sent Capt. 
Alonzo de Leon to establish the truth 
of the rumor. This officer located 
Fort 8t. Louis, bullt by La Salle, in 
1686, found two of the assassins of 
that great explorer, and a little while 
afterwards madde a settiement in its 
Vicinity. But this effort at settlement 
was short lived and in 1695 the feW 
missions founded had been abandoned. 
Failure of crops and the unwillingness 
on the part of the Indians to be con- 
verted and made to Work, proved too 
much. fon the Spaniards’ seal fer 
colonization. 

To Anthony Crozot, a captain of In- 
dustry of his time, Louls XIW in 1714, 
granted all Louisiana, for the purpose 
of commercial exploitation. Crozot 
had Cadillac appointed governor and 
the latter sent Hucherau 8t. Denis, a 
young and daring French-Canadian, tc 
penetrate the wilderness of Texas with 
a view of opening communication with 
Northern Mexico and locate some gold 
and silver mines. The very romantic 
story of this young man will be told 
in some other chapter, and it suffices 
for the time being to state that he 
made the first settlement on the spot 
on which now stands the metropolis of 
Texas, San Antonio. This was in 17165. 
St. Denis reached Mexico and scared 
the Spanish into wholesale coloniza- 
tion. During the next few years a 
large number of missions were estab- 
lished. Before naming them it may be 
well to note what these missions were 
like. t 

Many of them are today in an excel- 
lent state of preservation. The ground 
pian of all of them was a large quad- 
rangle. The outer wall of the’ build- 
ings had no windows and only a few 
strong doorways, and for this reason. 
‘was easfiy defended. Around the in- 
closure formed were thus grouped the 
buildings of the, missions. These con- 
sisted of the cellg of the friars and the 
cateclimens, kitchens, refectories, 
granaries, here and there stables, and 
rooms for the Indian laborers, some- 
times apartmertits used by thé soldigre 
and various storerooms.

Nuestro Senora de Les Dolores, 1716, 
founded by the Duke of Valero, was 


also transferted to San Antonio. 


The Alamo (San Antonio de Valero), 
1716, founded by the Duke of Valero 
on the Rio Grande and later on trans- 
ferred fo San Antonio. 

1722, founded by the Marquis ‘Casa 
Fuerta, at San Antonio. 
San Francisco de la 
at San Antonio. 
Nuestro Senora de Guadalupe, 1714, 
founded by Diego Ramon Its exten- 
sive ruins are still to be seen in the 
Misasicn Valley. 

La Bashia del Espritu Santo, 1718, 
foundded.by Don Domingo Teran at 
Gollad. Thie is claimed to be the suc- 
cessor of the Aranama, said to have 
been built in 1601 on the Trinity River, 
La Trinidad, presumed to: have been 
founded also in 1601, ata site now occu. 
pied by the t¢wn of Alambama, near 
the Trinitv River. 

Nuestro Senora de Loretto, 1713, 
founded by Ramon On Matagorda Bay 
and later on transferred to San An- 
tonio. 
Nuestro 
1716, also founded by Ramon. Its 
ruins at Natchit¢ches are still well pre- 
served. This mission and presidio serv- 
ed for many years as an outpost against 
the French. 

Nuestro Senora de Orquizacco, 1716, 
founded Ramon near 6San Jacinto. 
Few remains. Transferred tO San An- 
tonio in 1722. 

Ban Fernando, 1732,Cathedralcf’ San 
Antonio. Still it In use. Was nucleus of 
presidio San Fernando, which later be- 
came the San Antonio de Bexar of the 
Spanish and Mexicans, and the San 
Antonio of today, 

San Jose de Aguayo, 1718. Built by 
Aguajo and completed in 1781. Located 
at San Antonio. Said to be most beau- 
tiful of all missions in America. 

San Juan Capristan, 1731, also built 
by Aguajo at San Antonio. Chapél stil) 
in usé. 

San Saba, 1734, also at San Antonio. 
Until 1794, the Franciscan friars re- 
tained full control over the missions, 
but in that year they were secularised 
by Don Pedro de Nava, governor of 
Texas. With this act, all missions be- 
came the property of the crown. 

The missions were founded and con- 
ducted’ by monks of the order of Saint 
Francis, from the colleges of Quere- 
taro and Zaca Atecas. Of their meth- 
ods of admininstration more will be 
said elsewhere. Suffice it here to state 
that the stout old padres had keén 
business instinots and turned many an 
honest pesos, It is claimed that one of 
the missions had a tremendous treasury 
which after the confiscation mentioned 
above disappeared. <A cache either in 
the hills to the northwest of San An- 
tonio, Or in the underground passege 
connecting the missions of the Alanio 
city, is said to hide it.
